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English Hail. 



The London "Hour" lias become 
tho property of a limited liability 
company, styled "Tho Newspaper 
Company, Limited." Mr. Alox Mao- 
rio.of tho Central Press, has been ap- 
pointed manager, and Mr. E. T. 
Brooks will act as secretary. 

Mr. Smithies has received permis- 
sion from the proper authorities to in- 
troduce the Russian edition of the 
'British Workman' without lot or hin- 
drance into Russia. Wo beliovo this 
is tho first timo thero has boon per- 
mission to introduce into Russia a 
work printed abroad in tho Russian 
tongue. 

An influential deputation, headod 
by the Archbishop of Dublin, tho Pro- 
vost of Trinity College, and Sir Ar- 
thur Guinness, Bart, M. P., have 
waited on tho Lord Lieutenant for tho 
purposo of urging tho Government to 
assist the institutions established in 
Dubliu, Belfast, and Cork to proinoto 
the highor education of women. His 
Grace, in reply, said tho mere com- 
pliance with their wishes for a grant 
would not altogether meet tho ques- 
tion, as it was a vory largo and com- 
prehensive one. The same want was 
felt very largely in England, and he 
suggested that they should utilize the 
teaching and examining powers over 
which thoy had control in tho direc- 
tion in which they aimed. He pro- 
mised at the same timo that tho Gov- 
ernment would carefully consider tho 
subject. 

An extraordinary sale of greyhounds 
as showing the esteem in which ^these 
dogs are held in England, took place 
the other day at Skipton. They were 
the property of Mr. Mister, of Beams- 
ley Hall. A litter of throe and a half 
brace, ten months old, fetched 2G7 
guineas; two brace realized 220 guin- 
eas; and two and a half brace, whelped 
in Juno last, fetched 258 guineas. Mr. 
Vynor gave the top price, 105 guineas, 
for a blue and white bitch of this lit- 
ter. A third season dog, Choir Boy, 
Bold for 70 guineas; a brood bitch, 
Charm, fetched 120 guineas; a brood 
bitch, Cyrnbel, 250 guineas; and a 
brood bitch, Criplo, 200 guineas. The 
entire kennel of twenty-four dogs re- 
alized an aggrogato of 1,521 guineas, 
and averaged G2A guineas each. 

A new die (says a London corres- 
pondent) has boen introduced at a 
Mint, which will, in some moasue, re- 
move the ridioulous anoiuoly under 
which the curront coin of the realm 
has long rested. Up to tho date of the 
isauo of the last florin tho Queen was 
always pictured as a young lady of, at 
most, 25. With tho striking of tho 
die for tho new florin a forward move 
was made, with the saddest results— 
tho face not having the slightest re- 
semblance to Her Majesty. The die 
last Btruck is a vory handsome one, 
posHOssing a fair degree of resemblance 
to tho Queon, but suggesting a hand- 
scmo inatron of say -18 years of ago. 
At present it has hoen used only for 
an issue of newluonzo coin pennies and 
half-pennies, but if would bo as woll if 
it's use wore mado general in all fresh 
coinages.

There are perhaps not a. fow of your 
readers who pass lightly over those 
columns of your journals which derive 
interest from figures that do duty in 
them, and I am not myself enamoured 
of bristling facts, but thore are excep- 
tions and 1 trust fow of your constitu- 
ents will hositate to follow mo to-day 
iu developing as I briefly moan to do 
certain conditions of our oldor coun- 
tries that cannot bo indifferent to you 
who though young and vigorous are 
loss heavily weighted in tho race. And 
first I shall take up the local laxatiun 
wq are called upon to contribute for 
municipal, parochial or country pur- 
poses. You are aware that our nation- 
al taxation amounts to something like 
78 millions a year. Lotus see wba.1 
wo pay annnally in addition. The la-

Moreover, thero wore levied from tolls and 
dues on merchandise passing over 
canals, and so forth, £4,056,752 and 
incidentals lovio upon certain articles 
of consumption locally assessed, such 
as coals coming into England, £328,- 
741, making in all, say £22,957,031. 
But these totals do not disclose all the 
monies expended for local purposes 
in that time, for there was borrowed 
on tho security of the rates iu tho year 
mentioned £9,872,0-15. So wo ex- 
pended in England alono in that pe- 
riod for local purposes, £32, 82!), 070. 
But thoro is a large class of contribu- 
tions, the payments for turn-pikes — 
where these exist — no tat all takon into 
the foregoing totals, for they aro le- 
vied by special bodies for specific pur- 
poses. Moroover the Rates are mort- 
gaged to the extent of £72,003,121, 
and the eskimatod value of the pro- 
perty liable to this debt, one that you 
would suppose sufficient for the lia- 
bility of a nation in its international 
character, gis £132,499,87(5. So thai 
in England the local amusements 
amount to about one-third tho value 
of tho rental. 

I have not at present by mo tho 
itoms representing those assessments 
in Scotland and Ireland, but in both 
countries they would roach millions 
to 7 mil.'ions annually or about 40 
millions of local taxation in tho Bri- 
tish Islands.

"Lust Ditch." 



Surely our local contemporary must 
have reached the "last ditch" when it 
again falls back on the stale Edgar 
credential quibble— a quibble -which its 
master did not venture to raise nt 
Downing-streot. The whole matter 
in dispute, including the Edgar offer, 
having buen referred to Lord Carnar- 
von by the Local Government, and 
Lord Carnarvon having been gracious- 
ly pleased to express approval of 
Mackenzie's course and policy, it ill 
becomes the organ now to "hark back 
on that track." But since the old, 
dead issuo has been resurrected to do 
duty for a porplexcd Ministry, we may 
tike occasion to remark that the facts 
hive been grossly misrepresented. In 
his lottor to the local G-ovornmont,Mr. 
Muokenzio stated that Mr. Edgar was 
sent to confer with them and to re- 
c live their views regarding tho policy 
of the Dominion Government on the 
construction of tho Railway. In due 
time Mr. Edgar submitted the policy 
of the Dominion Government on tho 
construction of tho Railway, and in 
doing so said, "Tho Dominion Gov- 
ernment would be glad to have tho 
consideration of this proposal enten- 
tained by your Administration, and to 
learn tho conclusion of the Govern- 
ment of British Columbia upon the 
suhjoct." It will bo observed thatMr. 
Edgar did that, and he did no more. 
But what did the Local Government ? 
They raised a ridiculous quibble about 
"credentials," Bolely as an excuse for 
breaking off negotiations for reasons 
well understood horo and at Ottawa, 
viz., in order to avoid tho inevitable 
submission to tho people. But so far 
from acting in tho snappish manner 
represented, Mr. Mackenzie left the 
proposal for a wholo month in tho 
hands of the Government, patiently 
awaiting their "views'' thereon; and 
when at tho expiration of a month, ho 
did withdraw tho proposal ho justly 
complained that the Government did 
not appear to have even considered 
it. If such conduct on the pari, of the 
Local Government did not amount to 
virtual "refusal" wo confess that we 
do not understand tho signification of 
tho word. The organ affects to mis- 
understand what wo referred to when 
charging it with reiterating a stale 
falsehood. It was tho following pas- 
sago in its former articlo which we so 
characterized : "For the past eight or 
nino months it has been howling 
against the Govornmentjbecauso they 
did not jump at Edgar's offer of an 
annual expenditure oi a million and 
a half of dollars in railway construc- 
tion." 

Similar statements had repeatedly 
been made, and we had chaRongod our 
contemporary to udduoo a tittle of ovi- 
denco ia support of tho Btntement. Wo 
repeat tint challenge, and defy it to pro- 
duce from our columns one word in fa- 
vor of acceptance of "Edgar's offer." If 
this journal has,for eight or nino months, 
been howling against tho Govorumont 
because they did not jump at "Edgar's 
offer" surely there should bo no difficul- 
ty in producing proof. So far from hav- 
ing ad vocnted that, our columns bristlo 
with words and sentouco.s wherein it was 
contended that tho minimum expenditure 
should be two millions, instead of a mil- 
lion and a half, and that several import- 
ant items of detail should be amended or 
supplied— such, for instanco, as tho com- 
mencement of railway construction on 
the Mainland as soon as the surveys 
could bo completed and tho lino located, 
and it was oven suggostod that tho ond 
of tho present year should be designated 
as the poriod beyond which tho com- 
mencement of construction should not bo 
postponed. And wo hud good roason to 
know that Mr. Mackenzie was prepared 
to concede those points, had lie found 
anybody prepared to negotiate on tho part 
of Columbia. But that opportunity our 
Government throw away, and now Terms 
in reality inferior to those offered 
through Mr. Edgar, at least in so far as 
tho Mainland is concerned, are to be 
thrust nolens nolens down poor Columbia's 
throat I 



Complication. 



The fact of Mr. Dewdney having de- 
clined to second tho Address in roply 
to tho Speech from the Throne for tho 
reason that injustice is done to tho 
Mainland in tho new Railway Terms 
looks threatening. That tho now Terms 
do bear that complexion is undeniable. 
Just look at tho in: Tho surveys on 
tho Mainland are to ho pushed on with 
tho utmost vigor, the Canadian Gov- 
ernment being judges! The waggon- 
road and telegraph lino to bo com- 
pleted before railway construction is 
commenced. Tho minimum expendi- 
ture of two millions only to begin "from 
the. date nt which (he uirpeys art sufficiently 
completed to enable that amount to be expend- 
ed on construction;" and tho Dominion 
Government aro to bo tho judges as 
to when that poriod shall have arrived! 
As for tho date named for completion, wo 
do not regard that as worth a brass but- 
ton. It has boon seen how much tho time 
limit for completion in the original Terms 
vas worth. Wo confess wo did hope that 
tho very inferior Terms which Mr. Wal- 
kem obtained through Lord Carnarvon 
might have lookod loss ohcorless when 
viewed from behind the scenes at Ottawa; 
but tho reason assignod by Mr. Dewdney 
for declining to, socond tho Address would 
s.'cm to leave little ground for hope in 
thut direction. Had Mr. Dewdney held 
(Mtrenifd views on tliu subject one might/ 



attach less importance to this stop; but it 
is well known that, although r.ot in favor 
of tho acoeptanco of tho Terms proposed 
through Mr. Edgar, ho always contended 
that they wero fair enough as a first step 
in negotiations (all thoy wero ever in- 
tended for) and that, with the important 
concessions Mr. Mackonzio expressed 
willingness tomako, thoy ought to have 
been accepted, Looking at Mr. Dewd- 
ney'a refusal to Hocond the Address in tho 
light of these facts, it must bo admitted 
that tho outlook is rather gloomy, in so 
far as tho Mainland is concerned at least. 
In this circumstance will also bo found 
cumulative evidence of tho inferiority of 
tho Terms obtained through Lord Car- 
narvon, as compared with those refused 
at the hands of Mr. M.ickonzio.

Internal Mail Service. 

It will have been noticed that tenders 
are invitod for a biweekly mail service all 
tho year round betwoon Victoria and New 
Westminster aud between the latter plnco 
and Yalo. This is bigfily proper. But 
does it not, by way of contrast, tend to 
sot out in still bolder relief the palpable 
inadequacy of tho mail sorvico between 
Victoria and Nanaimo ? Now Westmin- 
ster is undoubtedly entitled to such a 
Borvice; and it is fitting that tho more 
efficient service should bo extended to 
tho bend of navigation on the Lower 
Praser. It is a question whether it 
should not bo extended over the whole 
longth of tho arterial highway. But 
while justioa is thus to be dono to tho 
Mainland, shall the claims of other parts 
bo overlooked ? Nanaimo is tho second 
city in tho Province in point of popula- 
tion. In productiveness, and probably 
in maritime importance, it is tho first. 
And yet it has never had more than a 
weekly mail sorvico. Is it never to have 
more? The time has undoubtedly come 
when Nanaimo is entitlod to insist upon 
moro; and we trust und boliove the mem 
her for Vancouver will so press hor 
claims at Ottawa as to aocuro a speedy 
recognition of her just claims in this re- 
spoct. With tho commencement of rail- 
way construction, in all probability next 
summer, at tho Nanaimo ond of the line 
and nt Cowichan, more frequent mail 
communication will bo moro than justice. 
It, will bo a necossity. Wo would, there- 
fore, strongly nrgo upon tho Federal 
authorities the propriety of taking im- 
mediate steps with a view to giving N.i- 
naimo a biweekly mail service. 

From the Sandwich Islands- 

Wo (Seattle Intelligthcer) are in receipt 
of dates from tho Sandwich Islands to 
tbo 26th of December last. Tho papers 
there are lillod with glowing accounts of 
tho reception of King Kalakaua in this 
country by tlio authorities and the peo- 
ple. 

From a statement prepared by the Min-

have amounted to $7,147,340, and tho ex- 
penditures to 87,170,664, and that tho to- 
tal debt of the Government is now 8372,- 
300.

At tho other I am Mr. ,walk in, sir, 

tako a littlo lunch, sir! Everything is 
pleasant and courteous, sol always 
vote Tory.' It was a miserable reason 
but it gives a correct notion of the spirit 
of tho two houses, as well as of tho 
slender influence which helped to de- 
cide the fate of parties." 

Referring to tho Boeton satirical an- 
nual, Jon Dunn, the London correspon- 
dent of the Now York "Evening Post" 
says: Christinas annuals are as plenty 
tins year as ever, "don Duan," by 
tho authors of tho scurrilous "Com- 
ing K •" and the "Sibul," appear- 
ed this morning and has less merit 
than either of its predecessors. Tho 
"Fijiad" appeared two weeks ago and 
has little or no merit beyond horo and 
there a sparkle, which will certainly 
be lost upon Englishmen in general. 
The entire edition of both works 1ms 
already been bought up by specula- 
tors, who think evidently that the 
Lord Chamberlain will order that they 
bo suppressed; but I have it on good 
authority that no moro martyrs of this 
sort are' to bo made. "Jon Duau" 
will not be. interfered with at nil, and 
enterprising persons who "load up" 
at one shilling por aopy now, in tho 
hope of getting a crown two months 
hence, will find they have reckoned 
without their host. Both works aro 
garnished with tho vilest caricatures 
of tho tnembors of the royal family; 
and these serve a doublo purpose— to 
attract the attention of tho public and 
the ire of tho authorities. The metre 
and general make-up of "Jon Duan" 
aro a weak imitation of "Don Juan," 
and the first stanza of the dedication is 
almost word for word like that of By- 
ron's great work. 

Tho Manchester 'Examiner' says — 
"It will occasion surprise in some 
quarters to hoar that Lord Carnarvon 
has entrusted Mr. Fronde, tho histor- 
ian, with a secret and delicate mission 
to South Africa. His first object is to 
mako inquiries into tho circumstances 
connected with tho lato Caffro insur- 
rection; and his second to ascertain 
'the dispositions of tho two Republics 
toward federation with tho South Af- 
rican Colonies.' It would, seem that 
he is also to hoar what Natal lias to 
say to annexation to tho Capo, though 
a Natal paper in some way arrives at 
tho conclusion that in any case Natal 
is to bo drugged into tho not, whothor 
it will or not. ks Mr. Froudo is in 
tko position of good children, who 
are expected to hear, ace, and say 
nothing, it is impossible at present to 
criticise his work.

Wo 
catch a glimpse of a South African 
empire, not limited to tho existing 
British colonies, but embracing tho two 
neighbouring Jhipubljcg, and looking 
quUo imposing— upon paper. Wo do 
not say that this viovv should bo dis- 
missed as a waking dream, but wo aro 
quito justified in observing that if it is 
ever to be realized, it must bo at the 
diroot solicitation of tho people who 
will bo affected by it. A loss nmlxi- 
tioqs attempt nt consideration of tho 
lirititdi colonics in South Africa has 
already lieou tried, and failed on ac- 
count of the strong opposition to it on 
tho spot. What the present feeling is 
it is for Mr. Froudo to ascertain, but

Tho steamer Oyphrenos arrivod yes- 
terday from Sydney Docenibor liJJd, 
Auckland December 30th and Honolu- 
lu January 20th. 

In observing the transit of Venus as- 
tronomers of Now South Wales had 
boon moro favored than their scientific 
brethren iu the adjacent colonies.

Tho fato of Loichhardt appears destin- 
od to remain enveloped in mystery, 
flume, who professed to have discovered 
in Central Australia the survivor of tho 
ill-fated expedition, perished of thirst on 
tho northwest portion of tho settled dis- 
tricts while leading a small party to where 
ho had formorly found traces of tho lost 
explorers. 

From Hobart Town we aro in possess- 
ion of tho following particulars: Tho bark 
Wolverine has arrived from Bird Island, 
having on board Mr. Rhodes, 2nd officer 
of the James Birnio, transferred from the 
American whaler, Benjamin Cummings. 
Mr. Rhodes reports that tho brig James 
Birnio sailed from Sydney in May last, 
bound on a cruise. She reached and fish- 
ed at Howe's Island, situated near the 
Solomon group. The friendly demeanor 
of the natives disarming all suspicion tha 
crew of the brig separated, or rather were 
divided into three parties, the Captain 
commanding ono, Mr. Rhodes a second, 
and a seaman named Davie the third. Mr. 
Rhodes, who had suppliod the trading 
chief with tobacco, etc., was suddenly set 
upon and clubbec! from behind, but tho 
rest of the party, who wore in a hut, came 
to his assistance, and attacking tho na- 
tives, succeeded in repulsing them, and 
gained the boat, making for tlio brig, 
which had boon loft in charge of the chief 
officer. On reaching tho vessel ho found 
tho natives in force about tho brig. Ho 
at once mado off, tho natives in their ca 
noes giving chaso. Ho succeeded in reach- 
ing the Solomon group, where he was 
picked up by tho whaler. Mr. Rhodes bo- 
lioves that tho three parties woro simul- 
tauoously attackod, the vessel eeized, and 
ho considers himsolf to be the iolo white 
survivor, The six nativo3 who formed 
his party remained fnithful to him and 
escaped. Of the five now on bourd tho 
whaler one died. 

A letter from Waime, Hawaii, dated 
January 11th, says a new eruption, or 
perhaps a renewal of tho old one, has bro- 
ken out on the summit of Mauna Loa. 

Horses Lost, and Eleven 
Days "Without Food. 

About three weeks ago, A. J. Kong, 
of Leon Township, advertised a span 
of horses which had strayed away with 
a now wagon loaded with grist he was 
taking from tho mill.
